St.  Joseph’s  will  sponsor 
the  convention  in  anticipation  of  a  multi-billion  dollar  post-war  con¬ 


struction  program  in  this  country  by  the  Catholic  Church.  Father 
Lucks  is  president  of  the  convention  and  exposition,  for  which  Car¬ 


dinal  Striteh  will  be  honorary  chairman.  According  to  Father  Lucks, 
this  convention,  the  first  of  its  kind  ever  held,  was  organized  because 
of  the  great  backlog  of  church  construction  that  lagged  because  of 
the  wartime  building  restrictions.  The  convention  and  exposition,  in 
the  planning  stage  for  three  years,  will  feature  nationally  and  inter¬ 
nationally  known  authorities  who  will  discuss  all  phases  of  parochial 
and  institutional  construction.  In  addition  to  Cardinal  Striteh,  the  con¬ 
vention  which  is  expected  to  attract  thousands  of  Catholic  pastors 
and  heads  of  institutions,  has  the  approval  of  Edward  Cardinal 
Mooney  of  Detroit,  Bishop  John  G.  Bennett,  ’06-’09,  of  Lafayette, 
Ind.,  the  Archbishop  of  Indianapolis  and  the  Archbishop  of  Cincinnati. 


Father  S.  Oberhauser ,  15-  20 
Elected  C.PP.S.  Provincial 


.  On  July  29,  1947,  the  Rev.  Seraphim  W.  Oberhauser,  c.pp.s.,  ’15-’20, 
was  elected  to  the  office  of  Provincial  of  the  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood  at  a  Provincial  Electoral  Chapter  meeting  attended  by  262 
priests  of  the  Society. 

Elected  for  a  term  of  six  years, 
the  Very  Rev.  Oberhauser,  an  al¬ 
umnus  of  St.  Joseph’s,  now  heads 
the  community  of  priests  that 
founded  and  operates  the  college. 

In  this  high  office  he  succeeds 
The  Most  Rev.  Joseph  M.  Marling, 
c.pp.s.,  ’18-’23,  who  was  conse¬ 
crated  to  the  episcopacy,  Aug.  6, 
and  appointed  Auxiliary  Bishop 
of  Kansas  City. 

Following  his  ordination  to  the 
priesthood,  May  16,  1926,  Father 
Oberhauser  started  his  priestly 
career  as  assistant  at  Immaculate 
Conception  Church,  Celina,  Ohio. 

After  two  years  he  was  assigned 
as  professor  of  Liturgy  and  Fun¬ 
damental  Moral  Theology  at  St. 

Charles  Seminary,  where  he  re¬ 
mained  for  three  years. 

His  next  assignment  was  that 
of  curate  at  St.  Anthony’s  parish, 

Detroit.  The  three  years  there 
were  followed  by  an  appointment 
to  the  Mission  Band,  his  last  as¬ 
signment,  with  residence  at  the 
Precious  Blood  Mission  House, 

Fort  Wayne,  Ind.

In  the  first  report  to  the  membership  in  the  editorial  of  the 
December  CONTACT,  the  alumni  secretary  stated  pointedly :

We 
ARE  proud  of  St.  Joseph’s  and  we  know  that  our  pride  stems 
from  a  sincere  appreciation  of  the  thorough  training  and  ed¬ 
ucation  received  at  St.  Joseph’s. 

PRIDE  GROWS  WITH  ACHIEVEMENT 

Our  pride  is  based,  too,  on  the  past  accomplishments  and 
constant  progress  of  our  Alma  Mater.  Perhaps,  the  past  eleven 
years  alone  have  shown  the  greatest  period  of  physical  expan¬ 
sion  in  the  history  of  the  college.  In  little  over  a  decade  three 
new  residence  halls  were  erected  while  the  old  Indian  School 
was  remodeled  into  modern  Drexel  Hall  for  resident  students. 

Next,  the  huge  alumni  field  house  was  built  providing  ex¬ 
cellent  athletic  facilities  for  the  college  students.  With  the  im¬ 
provements  concluded  last  winter,  the  field  house  has  three 
basketball  floors,  numerous  showers,  spacious  dressing  rooms, 
and  permanent  bleachers  with  a  seating  capacity  for  approxi¬ 
mately  1800  spectators.  Last  spring  the  alumni  field  house  was 
used  for  the  Indiana  High  School  regional  basketball  playoffs. 

The  new  library  built  in  the  space  formerly  taken  up  by  the 
gymnasium  continues  to  afford  the  most  pleasant  surprise  to 
visiting  alumni  and  their  families.  Comprising  two  floors  with 
many  study  rooms  for  conferences  and  seminars,  and  a  large 
reading  room,  the  library  has  been  described  by  many  as  one  of 
the  finest  in  the  state. 

Your  own  alumni  office  was  provided  when  the  old  power 
house  was  remodeled  and  converted  into  the  new  Publications 
Building.  This  change  has  amazed  many  an  old-timer  who  re¬ 
calls  that  it  was  used  as  a  storage  and  work  shop  building  after 
the  new  power  house  began  operation.

Academically  and  spiritually,  St,  Joseph’s  has  made  progres¬ 
sive  strides  in  step  with  her  physical  growth.
